ORDER: 


In pursuance of the sanction accorded by the Government under Sub clause (i) of 
clause (b) of sub-rule (2) of Rule 9 of the Andhra Pradesh Revised Pension Rules, 1980 for 
institution of departmental proceedings against Sri V.Ravindranath, Prohibition & Excise 
Inspector (Retd.), Tenali, Guntur district, vide G.O.Ms.No.40, Revenue (Vigilance-lV) 
Department, dt.02-02-2022 in the reference read above, it is proposed to hold an inquiry 
against the said Sri V.Ravindranath, Prohibition & Excise Inspector, Tenali, Guntur district in 
accordance with the procedure laid down in Rule 20 of the Andhra Pradesh Civil Services 
(Classification, Control & Appeal) Rules, 1991. 


2 The substance of the imputations of misconduct or misbehavior in respect of which 
the inquiry is proposed to be held is set out in the enclosed statement of articles of charge 
(Annexure.!). A statement of the imputations of misconduct or misbehavior in support of 
each article of charge is enclosed (Annexure.Il). A list of documents by which and a list of 
witnesses by whom, the articles of charge are proposed to be sustained are also enclosed 
(Annexure III & IV). 


3. Sri V.Ravindranath, Prohibition & Excise Inspector, Tenali, Guntur district (Retd.), is 
directed to submit his written statement of defence within 10 days of the receipt of this order 
and also to state whether he desires to be heard in person. 


4. He is informed that an inquiry will be held only in respect of those articles of charge, 
which are not admitted. He should, therefore, specifically admit or deny each article of 
charge. 


a Sri V.Ravindranath, Prohibition & Excise Inspector, Tenali, Guntur district (Retd.) is 
further informed that if he does not submit his written statement of defence on or before the 
date specified in para 3 above, or does not appear in person before the inquiring authority 
or otherwise fails or refused to comply with the provisions of Rule 20 of the Andhra Pradesh 
Civil Services (Classification, Control & Appeal) Rules, 1991, or the orders/directions issued 
in pursuance of the said Rules, the inquiring authority may hold the inquiry against him ex- 
parte.

STATEMENT OF ARTICLES OF CHARGES FRAMED  AGAINST_ SRI 
VADDEMGUNTA_RAVINDRANATH S/O ANKAIAH, PROHIBITION AND EXCISE 
INSPECTOR, REVENUE DEPARTMENT, TENALI, GUNTUR DISTRICT. 


That Sri Vaddemgunta Ravindranath S/o Aankaiah, Prohibition and Excise 
Inspector, Revenue Department, Tenali, Guntur District appointed as P&E SI on 20-06- 
1981 and posted as ESI, P&E Station, Rajampeta. Later he was promoted as P&E 
Inspector on 18-02-1989 and posted in P&E Station, Nagaram. Later he was transferred 
to P&E Station, Tenali, Guntur District on 18-12-2009. He worked till 24.03.2013 and the 
date of house search is 25-03- 2013. While working in the above capacities during the 
period from 20.06.1981 to 25.03.2013, he committed grave misconduct in as much as 


Charge I: 


That you Sri V.Ravindranath did not obtain prior permission or intimated to the 
competent authority for acquisition or disposal of immovable or movable properties in 
his name and in the names of his family members during the service. 


Charge Il: 


That you Sri V. Ravindranath failed to submit Annual Property Returns during his 
entire service except for the years 2000 and 2007 and thereby violated the provisions of 
APCS (Conduct) Rules, 1964. 


Thus, Sri Vaddemgunta Ravindranath S/o Aankaiah, Prohibition and Excise 
Inspector, Revenue Department, Tenali, Guntur District by his abovementioned acts, 
has exhibited lack of integrity, devotion to duty and conducts unbecoming Member of 
State Government Service and thereby violated Rules 9(1)(2)&(7) of APCS (Conduct) 
Rules, 1964 r/w Rule 9(2) A.P. Revised Pension Rules 1980, as he was retired from 
service on 31.03.2013.

STATEMENT OF IMPUTATION OF MISCONDUCT IN SUPPORT OF THE ARTICLES 
OF CHARGES FRAMED AGAINST SRI VADDEMGUNTA RAVINDRANATH S/O 


ANKAIAH, PROHIBITION AND EXCISE INSPECTOR, REVENUE DEPARTMENT, 
TENALI, GUNTUR DISTRICT. 


That Sri Vaddemgunta Ravindranath S/o Aankaiah, Prohibition and Excise 
Inspector, Revenue Department, Tenali, Guntur District His date of birth is 08-03-1955. 
He entered into Government Service as P&E SI on 20-06-1981, and subsequently 
promoted as P&E Inspector on 18-02-1989 and posted in P&E Station, Nagaram. Later 
he was transferred to P&E Station, Tenali, Guntur District on 18-12-2009. He worked till 
24.03.2013 and the date of house search is 25-03-2013. His Basic Pay is Rs.35,800/- 
He was retired from Government Service on 31.03.2013 on attaining the age of 
superannuation. He is here-in-after referred to as “Government Servant’(Retd). 


Charge I: 

That the Government Servant did not obtain prior permission or intimated to the 
competent authority for acquisition or disposal of immovable or movable properties in 
his name and in the names of his family members. 


Statement of imputations for Charge |: 


On credible information, a case in Cr.No.10/RCA-ACB-VJA/2013 u/s 13(2) r/w 
13(1)(e) of Prevention of Corruption Act, 1988 was registered against Sri Vaddemgunta 
Ravindranath S/o Aankaiah, Prohibition and Excise Inspector, Revenue Department, 
Tenali, Guntur District (G.S.) on 24-03-2013 and conducted searches on 25-03-2013 
and took up the investigation. The material gathered during the course of investigation 
revealed that the Government Servant (G.S)was having likely savings of Rs.22,83,627/- 
as against the assets of Rs.16,07,191/- possessed by him and thereby he was having 
surplus income of Rs.6,43,436/-. Since there is no material evidence to prosecute the 
Government Servant in a court of law, further action drop was recommended by the 
ACB. However as per the proceedings of the Deputy Commissioner of Prohibition and 
Excise, Guntur vide Re.No.105/2013/A1,Dt:26.03.2013, the Government Servant. did 
not obtain prior permission and not intimated to the competent authority for the 
acquisition or disposal of assets in his name and in the names of his family members. 
Government Servant filed annual property returns for the years 2000 and 2007 only. 
Government Servant did not file APRs for the remaining years in his service. Hence it 
was recommended for departmental action against the G.S. for violation of rule 9(1) & 
and 9(7) of APCS (Conduct rules, 1964. 


During the course of investigation it was revealed that the Government Servant 
purchased the following assets without obtaining prior permission from the competent 
authority and did not intimate the same as required under rule 9(1)&(2) of APCS 
(Conduct) Rules 1964.

Guntur to the wife of Government Servant Smt. 
Vaddemgunta Anuradha and Government 
Servant Sri Vaddemgunta Ravindranath worth 
Rs. 20,000/- and registered vide in Doc. No. 
2816/82 dated 20-03-1982 of SRO, Guntur. 


The Government Servant 
did not intimate or take prior 
permission from the 
competent authority to take 
the gift deed on behalf of 
his wife. 


The Government Servant constructed a two 
floors (G + 1) building in the above vacant site 
containing two portions in ground floor and single 
portion constructed in 15 floor, in 197 Sq. Yards, 
situated in 7 line, Nehru Nagar, Guntur vide D. 
No. 8-12-13, assessment No. 16820, municipality 
No. 692 in the name of his wife Smt. 
Vaddemgunta Anuradha in the year 1984. For 
the Rs. 2,27,700 


The Government Servant 
did not intimate or take prior 
permission from the 
competent authority on the 
construction of the said 
building. 


The Government Servant purchased an 
apartment ground extent value in D.No.21/A7/1 
at Vidyanagar, 2" line, situated in Himaja 
Enclave and registered on the name of his father 
Sri Vaddemgunta Ankaiah vide in Doc. No. 
1145/1998 dt. 08-02-1998 of SRO, Guntur. 


The Government Servant 
did not intimate or take prior 
permission from the 
competent authority about 
the purchase of this asset. 


The Government Servant purchased a flat in the 
above apartment an extent of 1058 Sq. feet by 
made an agreement with builder M/s Jana 
Soubagya construction (P) Limited, 9/2, 
Arundalpet, Guntur vide D. No. 4-5-29/2, Vidya 
nagar, 2™ line, situated in Himaja Enclave 
apartments, in Sy.No.21/A7/1 and paid Rs. 
2,60,000/-, it was registered in the name of his 
father Sri Vaddemgunta Ankaiah vide in Doc. No. 
1149/1998 dt. 08-02-1998 of Guntur. 


The Government Servant 
did not intimate or take prior 
permission from the 
competent authority about 
the purchase of this asset. 


The Government Servant purchased one shop 
Extent 7.55 yards situated at Railpet, Guntur city 
from Kanala Srinivasa Rao and others for Rs. 
17,500/- for shop cost + Registration charges 
2301/-on the name of his mother Smt. V. 
Venkata Rathnamma vide Doc.No.10244/1993 
assessment No. 55946 (old assessment No. 
14915 A). 


The Government Servant 
did not intimate or take prior 
permission from the 
competent authority about 
the purchase of this asset. 


The Government Servant purchased open site 
extent 20 yards situated at Railpet, Guntur city 
from Kanala Srinivasa Rao and others for Rs. 
2000/-on the name of his mother Smt. V. 
Venkata Rathnamma vide Doc.No.3563/1978 
assessment No. 55946 (old assessment No. 
14915 A). 


The Government Servant 
did not intimate or take prior 
permission from the 
competent authority about 
the purchase of this asset. 


Government Servant purchased Bajaj Pulsar 150 
DTS-I motor cycle bearing No. APO7AW.2805 in 
the name of the son of AO, Sri Vaddemgunta 
Venkata Amarnath for Rs. 64,362/-. 


The Government Servant 
did not intimate or take prior 
permission from the 
competent authority about 
the purchase of this asset. 


Contd.,3 
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As per Rule 9(1) APCs (Conduct) Rules, 19640 no Government employee shall, 
except after previous intimation to Government, acquire or dispose of or permit any 
member of his family to acquire or dispose of, any immovable property by exchange, 
purchase, sale, gif or otherwise either by himself or through others. 


As per Rule 9(2) APCs (Conduct) Rules, 1964, a Government employee who 
enters into any transaction concerning any movable property exceeding rupees fifty 
thousand in value, whether by way of purchase, sale or otherwise, shall forth with report 
such transaction to Government 


The Excise superintendent, Tenali, vide letter No.31/2013/A1, Dt:18.10.2013 
informed that on verification of the service book of the government servant, no entries 
have been made regarding the permission of assets regarding to the government 
servant. 


Thus the Government Servant violated Rules 9(1)&(2) of APCS (Conduct) rules, 
1964. 


Charge II: 


The Government Servant failed to submit Annual Property Returns during his 
entre service except for the years 2000 and 2007. 


Statement of imputation for charge Il: 


As per rule 9(7) of APCS(conduct) rules, 1964, a Govt. servant submit to 
Government before 15 January of each year, through the proper channel, a declaration 
in the forms given in the Annexure-! and II of all immovable/movable property/properties 
Owned, acquired or inherited by him or held by him on lease or mortgage, either in his 
own name or in the name of any member of his family. The declaration shall contain 
such further information as Government may, by a general or special order require. If in 
any year, a Government employee has not acquired or disposed of any immovable or 
movable property or any interest therein, he shall submit declaration to that effect. 


The Dy.Commissioner of Prohibition and Excise, Guntur vide letter Rc 
No.105/2013/A1, Dt:26.03.2013 informed that as per the office records that the AO did 
not file APRs his entre service except for the years of 2000 and 2007 only. 


Thus the Government Servant, Sri Vaddemgunta Ravindranath, Prohibition and 
Excise Inspector,(G.S) by his above mentioned acts, has violated the Rules 9(1)(2)&(7) 
of APCS (conduct) rules, 1964 r/w rule 9(2) of A.P.Revised Pension rules, 1980. 


The Government Servant has therefore rendered himself liable for regular 
departmental action.
